Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  year  ending  December  31st,  1932. 

Acreage  30,899.  Population  (estimated)  7,008. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  live  Births  were  79 — 40  male,  and  39  female,  giving  a rate  of  11’2  per  mille  —against 
a general  rate  of  15’3  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Deaths  were  89 — 35  male  and  54  female,  this  gives  an  average  of  1 2'7  per  mille,  a general 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  12. 

Deaths  of  Infants  under  1 year  totalled  4 — all  legitimate. 

There  were  3 deaths  from  Influenza,  3 from  Tubercular  Disease,  and  13  from  Cancer. 

The  Council  will  ncuice  that  the  mortality  from  Tuberculosis  continues  to  fall,  whilst  the 
Cancer  rate  remains  high.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  question  of  the  water  supply  at  West  Bexington  has  continued  to  cause  a great  deal  of 
trouble  and  anxiety,  and  although  considerable  pressure  has  been  brought  to  bear  on  the  owner,  and 
the  matter  even  being  taken  to  Court,  nothing  satisfactory  has  been  settled. 

There  has  also  been  trouble  with  the  supply  at  Charmouth,  but  this  is  being  attended  to 
and  it  is  hoped  will  be  quickly  remedied. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

Complaints  have  been  received  with  regard  to  the  stagnantion  of  water  at  the  mouth  of  the 
river  at  Charmouth  which  was  particularly  noxious  during  the  hot  weather  of  last  summer. 

DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE  AND  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

A few  small  complaints  have  received  attention.

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SLAUGHTER  HOUSES.

I herewith  beg  to  present  my  report  of  inspection  of  Meat,  Slaughter  Houses  and  Abbatoirs 
in  the  area  of  the  Bridport  Rural  District  Council  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1932. 

I have  made  245  visits  during  the  year  to  the  various  slaughterhouses  and  examined  the 
carcases  and  offals  of  the  following  : — 

Beef  274;  Veal  490;  Mutton  Lamb  486;  Pork  490;  a total  of  1740  carcases.  Of  the  above  I 
have  had  occasion  to  condemn  as  unfit  for  food  the  following  carcases.  Beef  4 (for  Tuberculosis), 
Mutton  and  Lamb  2,  Pork  8 (for  Tuberculosis),  a total  of  14  carcases.  I also  had  occasion  to 
condemn  the  following  offals:  — Livers:  Beef  3;  Mutton  and  Lamb  51  ; Pork  11  ; a total  of  65  livers. 
These  were  all  destroyed,  being  affected  with  Fluke  (Distorrum  Hepaticum)  and  were  cirrhoses. 

The  slaughtering  has  been  carried  out  in  a humane  manner  and  the  preparation  and  dressing 
of  the  carcases  has  been  done  in  a leanly  manner.  The  slaughterhouses  are  kept  clean  and  ventilated 
and  the  general  hagiene  has  been  very  good.

ADMINISTRATION  OF  SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

Fifteen  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  including  seven  of  milk,  and  four  cases  of 
adulteration  were  found,  one  being  in  respect  of  brandy,  the  Vendor  being  cautioned,  and  three  in 
respect  of  milk,  in  two  cases  the  Vendors  were  cautioned  and  the  other  proceeded  against  and 
convicted  and  fined  £3. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

There  are  seven  buildings  in  this  area  which  come  under  the  heading  of  Factories,  three 
being  for  twine  making,  two  milk  and  one  biscuit  making;  they  have  been  inspected  at  intervals. 


HOUSING. 

Thirty-one  new  houses  were  erected  during  the  year — all  by  private  enterprise.  Tbe  tendency 
is  to  still  build  one  floor  bungalows  of  a not  very  substantial  character — I assume  that  the  high  rents 
required  for  a better  structure  is  the  reason. 

There  is  still  a marked  tendency  for  properties  to  be  let  to  elderly  people  retiring  from  busier 
centres  and  high  rating.
